And it is the residents who will have the run— 
ning of it as well as its benefits since this hopital is to be “construct- 
ed, operated and controlled by the people it serves”. 


Let us vote. And run no risk of losing the final victory in our 
fight for a district hospital that is to be available to each of us in 
our need.

California Leads--Menlo Has None 


Latest reports number the accidental deaths of the Nation over 
the Memorial Day week-end, as just snort of 500. What a mockery 
that a-date dedicated to the honoring of our dead should also see 
so great an increase in their number. 


Most of us not only want vacations but need vacations. We need 
a change from our daily routines, and we need the touch with nature 
that comes with getting out of town and away from town tensions. 
If asked the question we would all affirm that we also need to get 
back to our homes and businesses in good condition. 


Some of the major accidents of the holiday can not be laid to 
the known carelessness of individuals, but by far the greater number 
of them are entirely due to lack of principle on the part of persons 
whose code of ethics is not founded on the Golden Rule. It is not 
ignorance of the Vehicle Code, but indifference to the rights of 
others that causes most of our fatal accidents. The common courtesy 
that we would extend to others in our own homes would almost elim— 
inate road accidents if practised on our highways. 


There is another week-end, three-day holiday coming in about a 
month—July 4th. Will we be more inclined to be careful and court— 
eous at this time because of the Memorial Day tragedies? We hope

It is at least some satisfaction to note that while headlines re- 
port that California led the nation in traffic deaths, in Menlo Park 
there were no accidents during the holiday period, and only one very 
minor one during the previous week. 


A Step Backward 


Legislation restricting sex education as a course in the public 
schools is pending in the state legislature. 


The bill, as amended, would forbid teaching of sex under any 
circumstances below the twelfth grade. In the twelfth grade it could 
be taught only by a duly licensed physician, a registered nurse or a 
teacher-counselor with special credentials. There could be no mixed 
classes and participation in a sex course would require consent of 
parents. 


This seems a sadly reactionary bill. An encouraging trend during 
the last 20 years has been to bring sex out in the open and to consider 
it as a normal, clean part of living. Sex education of children from 
the time they are old enough to ask intelligent questions has been 
advocated by many thinking persons and practised by many enlight- 
ened parents. 


A knowledge of what sex is and what it means is important to 
children. As their bodies develop, they naturally become curious 
about changes in anatomy. 


The best way for this curiosity to be satisfied is through whole— 
some instruction, either at home or in the schools. Otherwise, it is 
likely to be satisfied by misinformation from other children, off the 
belly of a train bridge, or in obscene books and shows. If it isn’t 
satisfied at all, the child may, as an adult, have an unhappy mar- 
rige because of ignornce. 


The very best place for children to receive this training they need 
is at home. If every mother and father would provide their child 
with an education on sex the problem would be solved. But many 
parents shy away from the subject or feel unqualified to speak of it 
to their children. 


So the next best source is school. The only trouble is, the pro— 
posed law would forbid schools to teach any sex courses before stud— 
ents reached the twelfth grade. Thats the senior class in high school 
Students usually are 17 by that time. That’s too late. 


For the boys, puberty is three or four years behind; for the girls, 
it is five or six years in the past. Girls are nearly old enough to be 
married without their parents’ consent. Boys are nearly old enough 
to fight in the army. 


Apparently proponents of the bill are afraid too much knowledge 
of sex will lead young folks into “trouble.” However the contrary is 
more apt to be true. A better defense is to equip them with a know- 
ledge of sex and warn them of its ill-advised use. Then they will 
know what they are getting into. 


Also, although unmixed classes are all right, they aren’t as im- 
portant as many people would insist. And it’s all right to insist on a 
qualified teacher, but simple sex information isn’t so technical a doc- 
tor or registered nurse is necessary. Such an authority would be fine, 
but why make this compulsory? 


Sex—in the pure form—is a clean, natural subject, to be dis- 
cussed frankly and openly. It should be taught to children at an

I told him I was sorry; signed a 
number of documents and asked for 
a bill. It came about six months 
later and amounted to $17.58 in- 
cluding everything. I thought that 
was easy and sent the Treasury 
Department a check. 

I thought my worries were over. 
But they had only begun. Some 
] three months later I received sev- 
en bills, each in a different enve- 
lope, for sums, including principal, 
interest, penalties and taxes. I add- 


ed them up and they came to $17.58. |° 


So I took the whole mess, with my 
cancelled check, to the nearest rev- 
enue agent. He was very nice about 
it. He said I needn't go to jail 
or anything, and made special an- 
notations on the back of each bill. 
I returned the whole mess, with an 
explanatory letter, to the Treasury 
Deparment and heaved a sigh of 
relief. 


About two weeks later I received 
seven more bills, each in its enve- 
lope, for the aggregate of $17.58. 
They were marked “Second De- 
mand” and threatened all kinds of 
punishment if I didn’t pay up in 
ten days. So, back I went to the 
revenue agent, who laughed and 
said my letter and his annotations 
probably hadn’t caught up with the 
routine. He said he’d send them 
back himself, this time, and write 
a good strong letter. I thanked 
him and breathed two sighs of re— 
lief; but the second was a trible 
labored. I was still apprehensive. 


I had reason to be, for, a few days 
ago, the seven bills came back. This 
time the principal had been written 
off and only the interest and penal- 


tine is still ahead of the facts in 
this case, although it seems to have 
caught up in part. Wha I wonder, 
now, is: will he sums grow smaller 
and smaller and, after a term of 
years, peter out for lack of sub- 
stance? Or will they augment grad- 
ually to a point where they exceed 
any ability of mine to pay? Will I 
end my days in a concentration 


camp for revenue dodgers? Or will! 


it all, after a time, become like a 
bad, forgotten dream? 


If any of my readers want to 
place bets (among themselves; not 
with me) as to the outcome, I'll 
keep them informed. Meanwhile, 
let me warn you, if you’re yearning 
to become a small employer and 
should ever get behind the routine 
of the revenue office, you may nev— 
er catch up—unless you are deter- 
mined healthy and extremely young.
